W hether the attack was provoked or not, 
has not been ascertained, but a pistol of the .25 calibre was 
found near the corpse at the inquest and an extra clip of cart­ 
ridges to fit the same pistol were found in a pocket of the 
dead negro. 
Wilson was apprehended Sunday afternoon by 
officers. 
He was attending a negro baseball game on Cedar 
Creek. 
Witnesses have been given summons to appear be- 
iore the grand ju ly in session, tomorrow', at the court house for 
an investigation of the killing.

spoken to a point of personal privi 
loge regarding this presentation and 
sat down, when the call of “th irty ” 
came to him. 
Lee Rountree was a 
central, outstanding figure in Texas 
politics and served one term as presi­

acquaintance.

So Lee Rountree, glorious in his 
unselfish service of his state, met the 
sword of the grim reaper at the bat­ 
tles front, and died amid a blaze of 
glory, at the conclusion t»f a great 
speech eulogizing Hood’s Texas Bri­ 
gade, acknowledging the compliment 
they bud paid him in a bouquet of 
Texas flowers sent him by the sur­ 
vivors of that noble band. 
It would take a page of this paper 
to even chronicle, without descanting 
at length upon any of them, the var­ 
ious services to this state in which 
Lee Rountree has been engaged since 
his early manhood and culminating 
in the sacrifice of his life upon the 
altar of public service, which was 
literally true in his case, as his death 
was the direct result of long hours 
and faithful vigil of this noble Mar­ 
rier for the public M’eal. It has been 
known by his friends for quite a time 
that he was working M'ith fur too 
much 
intensity, and 
though 
com­ 
paratively

young man, only 54 
years old, he was already prem aturely 
old and traveling the pace that kills, 
not for private gain nor selfish pleas­ 
ure, but for the best ideals and tra-J 
ditions, and for ambitions that com­ 
prehend only the greater grandeur! 
and glory of our common country. 
Little did the faithful wife think 
yesterday afternoon, as we see her 
in our m ind’s eye— as we have seen 
her in fact -directing the large force 
of highly trained employees neces­ 
sary to the turning out of such a 
creditable 
newspaper as the Bryan 
Eagle, making the sacrifice of time 


and pleasure and— what is more dear 
to the heart of a woman—-the care 
of her home, (in order that ber gifted 
husband might serve his district and 
his state at a monetary compensa­ 
tion less than the expenses of living 
there) that he would fall in his line 
of duty, leaving her to face life’s 
burdens alone. 
Drafted by a mass meeting of 
Bryan’s citizens, during his absence 
from home, to serve that district in 
the State Legislature, he responded 
nobly to the call of duty, and in his 
two term s of service his name has 
been connected with as many import­ 
ant and constructive legislative acts 
as has been the fortune of any man 
who ever sat in the legislative coun­ 
cils of this great state. 
While death is always sad, whether 
it takes the cooing babe or the old 
man or woman tottering upon a staff, 
whether it comes after a long illness, 
or as the lightening stroke from the 
cloudless sky, let his friends and 
loved ones comfort themselves in 
the thought that “God knoweth best 
and He doeth all things ^ ell.” We 
are reminded of the words of one 
who said at his brother's tomb: 
“ He had not passed on life’s high­ 
way the stone that marks the high­ 
est point, but being weary for a 
moment he laid down by the way­ 
side, 
and 
using his burden for * 
pillow, fell into that dreamless sleep 
that kisses down his eyelids 
still. 
While yet in love with life, and rap­ 
tured with the world, he passed to 
silence and pathetic dust. 
Yet, after 
all, it may best, just in the happiest, 
sunniest hour of all the voyage, while 
eager winds are kissing every sail, 
to dash against the unseen rock, and 
in an instant hear the billows roar a 
sunken ship.”
